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A Dentist Falks to the Assistants

MADAM CHAIRMAN, members of 
the Chicago Dental Assistants’ Asso- 
ciation, and guests: It is an honor 
to be invited to speak to this fine 
group of professional women.. The 
invitation presupposes that I have 
something of value to offer you, yet 
I approach this assignment with hu- 
mility, quite conscious that you who 
are here today are among the most 
intelligent, competent, and highly 
trained members of your profession. 
Therefore you are less in need of in- 
struction and enlightenment than 
most of those who do not attend a 
meeting like this. I am quite sure 
that most of what I say will be al- 
ready a part of your everyday knowl- 
edge and practice. My only hope is 
that you may take away one or two 
new ideas, or if there is nothing new, 
you may find value in the repetition 
or emphasis on what you already 
know. 

You are to be congratulated on 
your choice of a profession. For one 
who likes a field of unquestionable 
service to humanity, and yet hesi- 
tates to devote six or even three years 
. to education after completing high 
school, dental assisting offers great 
advantages. Many of you who are 
very successful no doubt learned the 
elements of your knowledge from the 
dentist who first employed you. Study 
courses while you were working sup- 
plemented the training you received 
in the dental office. And thus your 
fund of knowledge was acquired 
without a great outlay of time or 
money. You were earning while you 
learned. That situation is not true of 
the dental student, or even of the 
student nurse. The certification law 
has added dignity and stature to your 
profession, and now, of course, the 
best approach to your field is through 


a college or university course fol- 
lowed by a licensing examination. 

However your training is obtained, 
once you are a qualified assistant, 
you are prepared to work with a 
dentist, and, if you have the will and 
the proper spirit, to share in a profes- 
sional enterprise which has for its 
purpose the rendering of a high 
grade of health service. You realize 
your importance in a smooth-running 
office. You are not as indispensable 
as the dentist, of course. You can- 
not operate a dental office without 
him. He CAN operate without you, 
but not as effectively or efficiently. 
Together, you make a team which is 
more potent than the sum of its two 
component parts. The far-sighted 
dentist will give you a share of the 
financial rewards of the enterprise 
commensurate with your share of the 
work and responsibility. The far- 
sighted dental assistant will look for 
ways to increase her usefulness to 
her employer, to relieve him of time- 
consuming details in order to afford 
him more time for productive hours 
at the chair. 

You have an important job. You 
are, on many occasions, the dentist's 
sole representative, making the im- 
portant first contact with the patient, 
or with the public. Do you realize 
how lasting a first impression can 
be? When you answer the telephone 
when a new patient calls, she is fa- 
vorably or unfavorably impressed by 
your voice and manner. A pleasant, 
business-like manner of speaking in 
a well-modulated voice creates 4 
good impression on the mother who 
calls to make an appointment. Let 
us suppose you are assistant to an 
orthodontist or children’s dentist. 
When you greet the new patient in 
the reception room you make another 
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first impression. You set the stage, 
create an atmosphere for the dentist 
to work in. If the child finds you 
friendly, poised, at ease, he will be 
made to feel comfortable, at ease, 
and confidently at home in the chair. 
The dentist enters to find a child re- 
ceptive to a favorable patient-dentist 
relationship. 

How do you do this? Be friendly 
but casual, not gushing, with a child. 
most children resent effusiveness in a 
siranger. They don't want to be 
talked down to, called “Sonny,” 
“Buddy,” ‘Sister,’ or “Pal.” They 
prefer to have mere acquaintances 
call them by name, treat them with 
respect, not familiarity. It was a 
wise person who advised us to ‘Treat 
adults like children, and children like 
adults.” 


Many children enter the dental of- 
fice for the first time in fear and trem- 
bling. Sometimes pride forces them 
to conceal their anxiety—rather un- 
successfully to the wise and under- 
standing adult. Allay their appre- 
hensions, not by saying, ‘Now this 
won't hurt,” but by a casual matter 
of course attitude. Too much solici- 
tude is bad—puts a child on guard, 
and makes him think you are cover- 
ing up something he SHOULD fear. 
Putting it simply, the child comes to 
the office so the dentist can look at 
his teeth. You place a mouth mirror 
on the bracket table so that the dent- 
ist can better see his teeth. That in 
itself is reassuring. There is nothing 
frightening about a mirror. If you 
are talking about ordinary, everyday 
things, such as school, or the games 
the child is interested in, he is more 
apt to relax and forget himself and 
his fears. Another thing that gives 
a patient the feeling of confidence 
and composure is the cleanliness and 
orderliness of the office. You may 
think children do not notice things 
like this, but they are often more ob- 
Serving than adults. They are ad-

versely affected by untidiness and: 
confusion, and soothed by the quiet 
and beauty that goes with an unclut- 
tered office where things are 
wholesome, attractive, but not too 
glamorous. A woman may be so 

perfectly turned out, so awe-inspiring 

that a mere human, and particularly 

a mere child is slightly afraid of her. 

He wouldn't dare put out his hand to 

touch her. You should be approach- 

able, a potential friend. And if you 

remember, at the second appoint- 

ment, the things you were talking 

about at the first, you can go on 

where you left off, and you often win 

the child’s’ heart completely. He 

KNOWS, then, that you are interested 

in him. 

Some time ago the receptionist in 
our office referred a child to me. Be- 
fore | saw her, she gave me a big 
build-up with the little girl, telling 
her what a nice person I was. At 
the end of the first appointment, when 
she came out into the reception room, 
our receptionist said, ‘Well, Carol, 
wasn't she as nice as I told you she 
was?” Carol replied, “Ch she’s all 
right, but I liked the black haired one 
better.” You see, it was my young 
assistant who made the hit. 


One of the ways in which you may 
be valuable to your employer is in 
the collection of records. A dentist 
appreciates an assistant who as- 
sumes some responsibility for seeing 
that records are complete and are 
filed so that they are readily avail- 
abie. It is best to have a routine for 
accumulating records, and check the 
list for each patient. 

First the dental history, which for 
a child should include the name, age, 
date of birth, grade and school, par- 
ent's name and occupation, address 
and telephone number. It is a good 
thing to get the names and ages of 
brothers and sisters. Other items in 
the history are weight at birth, wheth- 
er breast or bottle fed, whether there 
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was difficulty in establishing a feed- 
ing formula, a list of the childhood 
diseases and the age at which they 
were incurred, other illnesses or ac- 
cidents. If and when tonsils and 
adenoids were removed. Food likes 
and dislikes and eating habits, 
whether the child consumes large 
quantities of sweets is important in 
the dental history. 

The next important item on the list 
is X-rays. They are essential—bite- 
wings for disclosing proximal decay, 
and ful! X-rays to show the develop- 
ment of unerupted teeth, the degree 
of absorption of the deciduous roots, 
and possibly supernumerary or con- 
genitally missing teeth. If there are 
missing teeth the operator should 
know it and take the lack into con- 
sideration in planning treatment, 
whether operative or orthodontic. 

A plaster model of the child's teeth 
is a valuable thing to have. Some- 
times a space maintainer, or a slight 
bit cf preventive orthodontia treat- 
ment will save a child from a com- 
plicated malocclusion and prolonged 
treatment. A study of models reveals 
the need for intervention thot may be 
overlooked in a mouth examination. 
So we spend a good deal of time 
taking models, but we feel it is worth 
the time and effort. 


In our office we have a method of 
taking a quick impression we call a 
wax bite. A piece of beeswax 3/16” 
thick is cut to a size just a little larger 
than the upper arch, and is softened 
in warm (not hot) water. When it is 
soft enough for the teeth to sink into it 
easily, it is placed against the upper 
teeth and held there by the operator 
while the child bites into it with the 
lower teeth. If the wax is held firmly 
against the upper teeth and the pa- 
tient is instructed to bite ‘with the 
back teeth" he will usually give his 
natural bite, not a protrusive one. 
Have him hold his teeth together 
while the soft wax is molded firmly 


around the buccal and labial sur- 
faces of upper and lower teeth. After 
a minute or a minute and a half, the 
patient is asked to open and the wax 
is removed. We use a wax spatula 
or carver to mark the wax with the 
name and date, printing in reverse 
so that it will be easily legible on the 
model. The bite is poured in two 
steps. The lower half is filled with 
plaster, then inverted on a small 
patty which has been placed on a 
glass slab. After the plaster has set, 
bore two holes into the palatal por- 
tion of the upper half, through the 
wax and down into the lower plaster 
model. These holes are about 3/3” 
in diameter, and when the upper half 
of the bite is poured, they form two 
pegs which go down into correspond- 
ing depressions in the lower plaster. 
The plaster walls of the holes in the 
lower half must be vaselined or oiled 
before the upper half is poured, so 
that the upper and lower plaster will 
not stick together. The upper surface 
of the wax is filled with plaster and 
the whole is inverted on a plaster 
patty on a glass slab so that the up- 
per and lower bases will be parallel. 
After the second mix has set thor- 
oughly, the wax is softened in hot 
(not boiling) water, and the two 
halves are pulled apart, taking care 
to pull with the bases parallel, not 
prying the upper and lower apart, 
lest you break off an anterior tooth, 
or one of the plaster pegs. 


One of these bites can be taken 
and poured in little more time than 
it takes to describe the process. They 
show tooth relationships, missing or 
rotated teeth, are fairly accurate rec- 
ords of spaces between teeth, though 
they do not accurately record arch 
width. We often take one of these 
bites at the patient's first visit, and 
from this determine whether or not a 
full impression should be taken now 
or later. After the full impression is 


taken and we have full models, the 
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original bite may be given to the 
patient to keep for comparison with 
later stages of development or prog- 
ress, if there is a malocclusion under 
orthodontic treatment. 

In taking full impressions, what- 
ever impression material you use, 
timing and teamwork are most im- 
portant. Have trays and instruments 
ready. There should ALWAYS be 
a mouth mirror within easy reach of 
the dentist. Have water, bowls, im- 
pression material, spatula ready, and 
a clock with a second hand in sight. 
Have the way clear between you and 
the dentist, with no interested by- 
standers to impede your passage to 
him when the material is ready for 
the mouth. With the quick-setting 
materials we now use, the loss of half 
a minute may mean the difference 
between success and failure of an 
impression. Mark the tray with a 
tag bearing the patient's name and 
date, and transfer the data to the 
model after it is separated from the 
impression. 

Photographs are an important part 
of an orthodontist’s records, but one 
we find easy to overlook, because we 
send the patient out to a photogra- 
pher instead of doing it in our office, 
as many orthodontists do. Whether 
we think there will be a change in 
the child's facial outlines or not, pho- 
tographs should be taken. We may 
even want to have evidence that 
there has been no change for the 
worse. Parents often fail to recog- 
nize the disharmony in the child's 
facial lines, or if they ever did, they 
soon forget. Their darlings never 
look as bad to them as they really 
are, or as they do to others, and a 
photograph of thé finished case has 
increased value when you can pro- 
duce a picture of the face before 
treatment was begun. 

Whatever other records your doc- 
tor takes, make a list of all needed 
for a patient, then check to see that 
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all items have been secured, as it is 
annoying to find too late that a vital 
portion of the record is missing when 
it can no longer be obtained. Have 
an efficient filing system so records 
are ever available when needed, 
without turning the office upside 
down to find them. If follow-up rec- 
ords are needed every six months 
or yearly, work out a system of re- 
minders for yourself, and heed these 
reminders so that the follow-ups may 
be obtained. 


I cannot resist the urge to say 
something about your attitude toward 
your work, even though these re- 
marks do not apply specifically to 
assisting with children, any more 
than in general dentistry. One thing 
a dentist appreciates is having an 
alert assistant, one who is ’’on the 
ball.” He likes the feeling that his 
assistant is ‘with him” all the way, 
not just here in body, but miles away 
in mind and spirit. We value an 
alertness that makes her hear what 
is said the first time it is spoken, that 
makes it possible for her to antici- 
pate the wants of her employer, re- 
moving the necessity of his asking 
for each thing. Alertness keeps her 
aware of what goes on. When some- 
thing goes wrong she senses it and 
is there to help without being called. 
A pleasant cooperative disposition, 
and a sense of humor often saves the 
day in a difficult situation. . . . Have 
I sketched such a high ideal that only 
an angel can reach it? I donot think 
so, and I hope not, for if you can at- 
tain this ideal, your dentist and his 
patients will rise up and call you 
blessed. And do not underestimate 
the value that patients place on your 
efficiency and your pleasant person- 
ality. Last fall the assistant I had 
had for two years left to go to college. 
I knew my patients and their moth- 
ers all liked her, but I was hardly 
prepared for their reaction when she

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HIGHLIGHTS FROM PERSONNEL PROBLEMS 
OF A DENTAL ASSISTANT

(Presented at the ADA and ADAA Conventions—Chicago, 1948) 


This paper was presented at the National Convention, to the dentists and 
to the assistants. We wish every doctor and assistant could have a copy 


of it. 

Briefly, Dr. Campbell said that today dentistry must compete against 
big business to attract the desirable type personnel. Similar procedure and 
benefits for the employee are an essential part of an effective personnel pro- 
gram. 


The presentation of dentistry should be an interesting story, graphically 
illustrated with visual aids. To compensate for the inflationary trend, it is 
well to plan a convenient payment plan for the patients. 


The dentist has a distinct advantage over business in that he becomes 
well acquainted with his employee. He does share similar personnel prob- 
lems with business, however, and can study the extensive surveys industry 
has made to provide a well-planned personnel program. 


Problems: The primary problem in business has proved to be the hours of 
work and their arrangement. This problem has caused more girls to leave 
their employment than any other factor. It was suggested that, at the hiring, 
the number and arrangement of the working hours should be agreed upon. 


It has been found that a long work week does not necessarily mean in- 
creased production. An employee cannot be efficient if the work week is 
too long. After 40 hours, production is lost. Industry finds that it is difficult 
to hire people for more than a 5-day week. They find that it is better to work 
longer hours in a 5-day week than shorter hours in a 6-day week. 


Keep a record of the actual working hours. The number of hours lost 
should be subtracted from the number of hours due the girl (those beyond 
the number originally agreed upon), and she should be compensated either 
by payment or additional time off. It has been found that girls do not mind 
working overtime occasionally, if they know they will have some free time 
at a later date. Most girls prefer the additional time off to extra payment. 


Salaries: The salary is based on the office and the abilities desired, but should 
be comparative to the businesses in the area. It should approach the top 
10% bracket in that community of business. This doesn't mean the starting 
salary, but it was suggested that a definite plan of raises be given the sat 
isfactory assistant until this level is reached. Dentists could seek the an- 
swer from business rather than from other dentists in the solution of the 
salary problem. Business agrees that salaries which are too low fail to at 
tract the right type employee. 


Vacation Schedule: At the time of employment, a definite vacation schedule 
should be planned. It can be one day's salary for each month's work, or 
varied with a half-day's salary for each month's work. As an added com- 
— a girl of five years’ service could have one week additional an- 
nually. 
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Sick Leave: Time should be allowed for illness. Either half day or one day 
for each month of work, which should be accumulative. If it is not used, 


this amount should be paid her or set aside for an emergency. It should 
not be used up as half days off now and then. 


Hospital Insurance: Insurance should be considered. It can be carried or 
provided as a benefit to the employee. Health and accident insurance 


especially should be provided for the assistant while she is in the employ 
of the dentist. 


Bonus Arrangements: Bonus arrangements give business incentive, but they 
are too often used to replace a well-planned personnel program. They are not 
a substitute. They should be given to the established, trained girl: They can 
be given as a cash sum annually, such as $5.00, $10.00 or $15.00 at the end 
of a year’s service. If the dentist agrees upon $10.00, that would mean that 
an assistant of five years’ service would receive $50.00. 


Retirement Program: A unique and happy working arrangement also, is to 
provide a retirement program with some annuity protection at a definite age. 


Selection of a Girl: In the selection of a girl, her primary duties should be 
definitly established. The secretary should not be just out of high school, 
for her duties require the type of experience which comes with age. It 
is better for the chair assistant and the laboratory assistant to be young. It 
is up to the dentist which asset he rates most highly. If there are two or 
more girls, their duties must be out!ined definitely so that there is no ques- 
tion as to what part of the work is each girl's responsibility. 


Personal Appearance: It was pointed out that dentists complain most about 
the appearance of the girl in the office. Each part of her attire should be 
immaculate and carefully scrutinized. Girls were urged to "dress for the 


office.” Not only does it benefit the practice, but it does wonders for the 
girl's own morale. 


Distance of Travel: It has been found that young girls like downtown offices 
where there is more activity, but that a girl with more experience would 


rather be closer to home. The distance of travel influences the time an as- 
sistant will stay in an office. 


Office Conveniences: Such conveniences as dressing rooms, clothes lockers, 
etc., mean a great deal to a girl. 


Organization Meetings: Regular organization meetings should be held with 
the employee at which time the current problems of the office are discussed. 
She should be encouraged to speak freely at these meetings. 


A new book, ‘In a Dentist’s Office’’ by Miss Morrison was suggested as 
a guide and help in these personnel problems. 


This paper was received with much enthusiasm by the assistants. 
We hope it was as well received by the dentists.

FORMER GOVERNOR GREEN OF ILLINOIS TO THE 
CHICAGO DENTAL ASSISTANTS 


It is indeed a privilege to join with the Dental Association of Chicago in 
welcoming the members of their international organization now visiting 
Chicago. 

I am glad to pay tribute to the women who have chosen careers in this 
branch of the dental profession. From long experience as a patient, 1 am a 
firm disbeliever in painless dentistry, and certainly the women assistants 
serving our American dentists have contributed much to the comfort and 
peace of mind of millions of Americans, as well as to the effective work of 
the dentists themselves. 


It gave me great satisfaciion as Governor to sign the bill passed by 
the Illinois General Assembly two years ago which enables dental hygien- 
ists to practice in Illinois. Experience has proved ihat this supplementary 
service to the denta! profession is mutually satisfactory to the hygienists, to 
the dentisis-.and to the patients. 


The development and recognition of our dental hygienists is only one 
exampie of the tremendous progress which has been made in American 
dentistry. America today is assuming world leadership in all phases of 
medical science, but in the field of dentistry, America long has been su- 
preme. This is the best country in ihe world in which to have a toothache 
and what is far more important, it is the country where most people have the 
best teeth for the longest time. 


There are, of course, many reasons why this is true. The general pros- 
perity of our country has enabled the many instead of the few to enjoy 
good dental care. Our great educational institutions, public and private, 
have provided the facilities for the training of dentists and for research in 
dental science. Our public schools, aided by the press of America, have 
taught the American people the imporiance of preserving their teeth. 


Our dental progress is the direct result of our American system of private 
enterprise. That system produced the prosperity and the savings which 
not only pays the dentists’ bills but supports through taxes and endowments 
the educational institutions which have made possible our progress in all 
fields of science. It has enabled each generation of Americans to move 
steadily forward to fuller enjoyment of all the good things of life. 


It is well for all of us to remember ihat each of us is a product of that 
American system for that system today is under fire. It is attacked openly 
by Communist nations abroad and undermined more subtly and more dan- 
gerously by propaganda at home. 


As a part of what I may call the medical profession, you are an imme- 
diate target of that propaganda. Many well-meaning persons are being 
persuaded to support a campaign which can only end in state medicine. 
They begin with the undebatable proposition that every American should 
have the best possible medical care. From that they leap to the conclusion 
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that every American can obtain that care under a system whereby the 
government furnishes it free to all citizens. 


The evidence does not support that conclusion. The men, women and 
children of Britain and other European nations who are living under state 
medicine, and cradle to the grave security programs, are not now receiving 
as good dental care as even those Americans who are treated in free clinics. 
The doctors and dentists in those countries are loosing both their profes- 
sional standing and their professional opportunity and are being reduced 
to the level of government clerks. It is not by accident that the important 
recent discoveries in every field of medicine have come from free enter- 
prise systems. 


The leaders of American medicine are now alert to the perils which 
state medicine presents, not only to the individual members of the profes- 
sion, but to the whole cause of medical progress. They have undertaken, 
and not too soon, a campaign to preserve medical freedom. Some of the 
advocates of state medicine complain about a medical lobby. 


There is need for effective lobbying in behalf of free medicine in 
America. The most effective lobbying is not that which is done in capitols or 
with members of legislative bodies, it is the lobbying that is carried to the 
people—particularly when it carries truth to the people. In politics we know 
that the most effective way to get the truth to the people is through the work 
of the party workers in the precincts, who talk to their neighbors. You are 
in a posiion to be precinct captains in the campaign to avert state medicine 
in America. You can and, indeed, you must, carry the truth to your pa- 
tients, your neighbors and your friends. 


We have come a long way in this country. The consistent progress we 
have made justifies our faith that we are on the right road. That road is 
the road of hard work and individual initiative, the road of political, eco- 
nomic and scientific freedom. We still have far to go before we achieve 
our ideals of human progress and happiness. We shall never reach them 
if we are distracted by the lures of Socialism and shift to the state our obliga- 
tion to help ourselves.
